LONDON, May 1.—(CP (CP and BUP)--The German radio an- 
nounced tonight Hitler is dead. The German radio said that 
Hitler “fell fighting for Germany tili his last breath.” The radio 
said Grand Admiral Karl Doeni‘z, commander of the German 
Navy, has succeeded Hitler. Doenitz himself announced the 
death of Hitler. 

The Hamburg radio said Hitler was killed this afternoon in 
his command post at the Reich’s Chancellery in Berlin. 

“At the Fuehrer’s headquar'ers it is reported that our Fueh- 
rer Adolf Hitler has fallen this afternoon in his command post 
at the Reich's Chancellery, fight'ng up to his last breath against 
Bolshevism,” said the announcement. 

The broadcast said Admiral Karl Doenitz, commander of the 
German fleet, was Hitler’s successor. 

The radio broadcast a statement from Doenitz in which he 
said: 

“My first task will be to save Germany from the advancing 
Bolsheviks. Only for this do we continue to fight.”
